Forecast of Report 

Various Government sources 
laid the FBI report, Incorporat- 
ing! the findings of the Secret 
Service and at least a half- 
dozen other Federal agencies, 
would indicate that: I 

1. Oswald, without occom- ! 
pllces. fired three shots at Mr. 
Kennedy from a cell-prepared 
hideaway at a sixth floor 
window oif the Texas School 
Book Depository In Dallas os 
the presidential motorcade 
passed on November X2 

X. The first and third shots 
• truck the Prealdent. Either 
could have killed him., 

X. The second shot mlased 
Mr Kennedy but struck and 
seriously wounded Texas Gov. 
'yOTrfr-S-hnally. * * 
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i abou t 814 seconds elapsed 
t>e tween 'the first shot ami die 
last Despite questions raised 
by some rifle experts. Federal 
• gents consider Oswald's bolt- 
action rifle oould have been 
aimed and fired that rapidly. 

8. It has been established 
that all three shots come from 
the same direction, behind and 
slightly to the right of the Pres- 
ident's car. This cave the 
assassin a target moving ap- ' 
proxlmately In the direction of 
hu. line of fire, an easier shot, 
than a target moving across it. | 

6. Ballistics studies reportedly i 
substantiate that the came 
weapon fired all three shots. 

7. Evidence is lacking of any 
personal acquaintance between 
Oswald and Jack Rubinstein, 
alias Jack Ruby, the Dallas 
nlchtclub owner xrho broke 
through a crowd of spectators 
and killed the prisoner two 
days later, as Oswald was about 
to be transferred from police I

Report It Basle Data
